The text is undated, but internal evidence indicates that it was prep red just 
before the Japanese surrender, A larre part of tho immediate program enunciated 
has alroady been put into effect. This suggests that the remainder «° the lonr- 
term program will be put into effect in due course if the Vict liinh continucs 

to wield power and continues to pe dominated by Stelinists, The ees. i nature 
of the text is indicated by the use of many specific terms used only ‘a secret 
documents intended for circulation among Indochinese Commmnist Party -onbers=< 
multe different from those used in Viet Linh public propaganda; for © cample: 
Hlont.“uan, "Red Army" rather than Viet NemGiai-Phong-“uen, "Vietnam Army of Libe~ 
ation', Chinh-hu-5o-Siet, 'Soviot Governmont/ of Indochina/" rather chan Chinh- 
Phuelhan-Don, "People's Tovernment.""| One of the most interesting titings is the 
terninolocy in the unbiushineg use of the Iussian word "Soviet" to des’ “nate the 
type of People's Comrzittees and of People's Governrient which aro advected. 

The text is in more or less cucstiommwine form, It was used os an owtline in the 
secret schools at tho tine ot the Japanese surrender, ond tae pupiis “ore made to 
é2velop the argumonts more fully. “ixactly the sam method of instruc -ion prevails 
in “he present secret Communist schools and the texts used are based .n the same 
plan ond have similar contents, 


Detailed Aiscussion and explanction of taxt: 


(1). Terminelory: in the text tne Annamese word "Tu San" (literall, “private 
property") means "bourgeois" and has an honcrable sense, The word "i. ban" 
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(literally "capital") means "capitalist, has a pejorative sense, 
(2) Tendency: The text rejects any ain of establishing o ‘capitalist society 
(that is, with concentration of capital), but envisages a transitional period 
of "bourgeois" economy (limited private omership) leading to the Socialist stage. 
(Compare Viet Iink public propaganda) , . 
(3) The "Erroneous Theorigs": 

a. Theory of a Nationalist Revolution. ‘ilthough the text does not men- 
tion this fact, this theory is that of the Nationalist Pront--Dong Liinh Hoi, 
“DD, etc. The omission to mention this iact is because it is & theory which 
has been successively advocated by numerous different Nationalist partics end 
perhaps will continue to be so. ‘The Viet Minh, therefore, wishes to dispose 
of this theory once for all, no matter by whom it may be advocated, rather 
than confining itsclf to snccific ¢riticism of the Nationalist Front. The eriti- 
cis}. *n the text speaks for itself, first 

be Theory that the hevolution oi Peoples must take placefand the world hevo= 
lutio.. sftcerwurds. hs the text states ‘ rc ee theory propounded by the Viet 
Nam Ghonh Mion Cach Menh Donz Chi loi and by the Tan Viet Cach HNenh Dang. The 
first of these tuo organizations is the Vietnan League of Revolutionary Youth; the 
second is the New Viet or Revolutionary Party, These two organizations were both 
- creations of HO chi Minh under other cliases and were among the original component 
organizations of the Viet tinh. It is extremely interesting to note that this theory, 
Which at one time was propounded by HO cht Minh himself, is in the present, text being 
rejected by the Inner Circle of the Viet Minh with HO ehd Minh'ts blessing. The ability 
thus to reject theorics previously propounded is a sood example of the Viet lMiinhts 
flexibility, ‘chen circumstances » or 2 chansze of USSR policy, require a chanze of ther y: 
the old one can be abandoned on the supposition that it was not really HO cid Linh 7 
but the gentleman vho bore his previous nane, that had advocated this erronzous theory. 
As for the theory itsclf, it must be examined in the light of the changes in USSR 
policy. That policy may be divided into three separate periods, each based on a differe rt 
doctrine: (2) From the Russian Revolution until the early 1930's-—classic Marxist 
theory of Proleturian orld cevulution--accepted by Lenin, Stalin and Troteky, 
(b) arly 1930's to about 194 Socialism in one country. Concealed help dy the 
Comintern fox revolutionaries of other countries. Accent on this theory weakened 
as 4 result of increased nationlistic sentiment in the war against Germany. (¢) 
From 1940 to the present--Nationlis:, for the USSR; Democratic Bourgeois Revolution 
for ¢olonial countries, 
As tor Indochina, there was no parallel to the first of these three theories be- 
cause the Nevolutionary Movement was not at that time sufficiently developed in 
Indochina, The "Srroneous Theory" here diseuased is the theory adopted by 10 
chi Uinh in the 1930's as an exaet parallel to » and under the inspiration of, the 
Soviet thinking of the second period, He was later forced to abandon this sheory 
during the war in accord with the chanze in USSR policy, climexed by the "dissolu~ 
tion" of the Comintern. The new theory adopted may be considered 2 necessary son 
prowise between the former one and the: of the Indochinese bours¢ois nationalists 
and of the Anglo-american Allies, Compare tho "dissolution" of the Indochiness Com -

Co Theery of the Proletarian fevolution or of the Social Revolution.

On the other harsi, mo such accusations are made asainst che pro- 
ponents of the first ‘Erroneous Taeory", althouzh these proponents did in nvverous 
cases serve both French ane aneee o These facts, however, ere suriicier! ty know 
to the people so that it rxi% necessary Lor the Vie. Linh to accuse them, Th ythernore , 
the Viet [inh docs not wish to accuse al Nationalists of disloyalty ard he: tried to 
Woo~-often successfully--certain former members of nationalist perties, Th .e is no 
- hope of wooing the Trotskyists.

Confiscation of a1) caurch propertie 
This uncompromising expression of anti-religious Communist doctrine is cortainly 
one of the most secret parts of this text. Outwardly the Viet Minh have tried 
to show friendliness for the church-~there is even a National elfare Association 
‘for Catholics--and to date have confiscated only the large properties of the chu:chk 
and have done this principally on the grounds of economic necessity. They have

This text may possibly foreshadow a more intensive anti-church policy for the future, 
when it i5 no longer necessary for the Viet Minh to have as much support as possi le 
from the {ndochinese Catholics. The Nationalization of large properties. This 
will transfer a large part of the ceconomy into a Socialist cconomy and "this branch 
of the economy will dominate all other branches of economic activity of the country." 
This means that the nationalized industries will to sone extent enter into cometitin 
with the nonenationilized ones.

be Three of the "Principal .atchwords" are: Democratic Rishts of the People, 
Inprove the Standard of Living of the People, Sclf—-Deterrination of Pecvles. 
These echo Dr. SUN Yatesenis Three Principles, They are used chiefly for external 
pipopanda and to hide tre true but secret Cormmunist doctrine which is she heart 
at the text. They were particularly successful for use during the Chinese Occupation 
in later 1945 and carly 1946, As for the Self-Determination of Peoples, the Viet 
Ninh have alvays insisted on the vinhts of the rueial minorities and veusht to re- 
tain their goodwill, This pelicy is steted with great clarity in the te: and has 
been to & large extent followed in actual practice,

Muhat class is directing the present revolution? After having analyzec the 
different churacteristics of the various classes, we ask ourselves this question: 
Uhich is the class which should take the lead in the present revolutico: ory 
novenent? ; 


class (in Indochina) cane into being only at the time of the First. Inperialit 
wary i% is still weak; and it is composed either of reactionaries, lLukewarn - 
persons, vr, at best, reformuists who have nothing revolutionary obout tcem. Further~ 
more, the history of the struzgle in colonial countries has taucht us auch: the 
capitalists of India participated in the revolutionary movement of 1923, those of 
China in the movement of 1924-27. But in proportion as the People's movencnt in- 
creased, they transformed themselves into Nationalist reformists, and permitted 
themselves to compromise with the Imperialists, As for Indochinz, her bourgeois 
elass has never teken part in any revolutionary movement. Thus it is clear that 
the responsibility of leading the- revolution to success can not be placed in the 
hands of this class; and it is similarly clear that this vless can not claim the 
right to such leadership, 


the capitalist cluss? No; becuuse, as has been said in the preceding chapter,

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The Petite-Bourgeoisi¢? Again no3 because, as Was said in the preceding 
chapter, this class includes many confused and lukewarm elements; although the 
lower ranks of this class are truly revolutionary, they are not radically so. 
Therefore this class can not take upon itself the responsibility of leading

The Poasuntry? Again no; as we have seen above, although this class possesses 
mumerons revolutionary potentialities, and although the Proletariat mist ally 
itsel! closely with this class, it is not unified, and the sense of private 
property still remains its fundamental characteristic. Tt is a revolutionary 
foree virich must be reckoned with, but which could not take the leadership of 
the revolutions 


Tt is only the Froletariat which has the right to take the lead of the prescht 
revolutionary movement. As we hove seen above, the Proletariat is the most 
oppressed and nost exploited class. For this reason, it can be more rapidly 
converted to the aims of the Revolution, and becore enthusiasbic more readily 
than any obher class, To these qualities must be added the unity and concentration 
which are characteristic of this ciass. The proletariat is capaile of leading 
the revolution to success. Furthermore, once the revolution is successful, this 
class could not itsell becone an exploitiag class, but vould use wll its strength 
to construct a Socialist society. Vath bheir muscles, as well as with their minds, 
these Proletarians are able to buiid u nev society, Thus it is inescapable that 
they teke the lead of the moverient . 


“nat ig the nature of the present evolution in Indochina? We have noted above 
that every revolution within a 7iven country depends on the cconomic development, 
the forn of exploitation, and the degree of division of the different. social 
classes in that country. In Indochina (as was noted in the previous chapter) 
under the dortination of French Imperialisn, industry was not developed, agri- 
culture tas still baclemrd, and commerce limited. Numerous vestiges of feudalisn 
remained, Under the yoke of Imperizlists and feudal lords, both in the city and 
in the country, worker's were ‘unempLoyed, and the petite-bourgeois and the peasants 
yere moving rapidly toward failure. In order to escape from that condition of 
affairs, the present revolution in Indochina mst be © Bourceois Democratic Revo~ 
Intion, 

“hy is it 2 Dourgois Revolution? Secause under the imperialist ard feudal 
yoke, cconomy of & bourzeois character in Indochina vas unable to develop freely, 
whether in industry, commerce, oF agriculture, in order to neke this country 
& prosperous Ofc Therefore the present revolution mist destroy these obstacles. 
After. having expellicd the imperialists, and confiseated the lands of foreign 
capitalists, landowners, and the Church, the lands will be given to the peasants 5s 
that is to say, they will still remain private property. The most important point 
$s2 the development of the economy should not follow the path of capitalisn, but 
that which leads to socialisn. 


why is it a Dencerabic Revolution? Beeause under the imperialist and feudal 
yoke, the people of Indochina ave lost all the rights of liberty which every 
citizen should have, Sspecially the yorkers and peasants - the vorling classes =< 
have no rights at 211, That is the reason that the present revolution sust bring 
to the people (except the reactionaries) these democratic rights, Both workers 
and peasants should have even more extensive rights, Finally, the principal aims 
of the present revolution are the overthrow of French imperioli.sn and of feudalism, 
and the solution of the agrarian problem. If we limit ourselves to the overthrot 
of imperialism without solving the agrarian problem, our revolution cannot succeed. 
Therefore the Democratic Bovrgeois evolution may also be called an Anti~Inperialid 
and Acrarian Revolution. 
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Erroneous Theories of the Present Revolutionary Movement in Indochina. 
We have recognized that the Bourgeois Democratic Revolution in Indochina is a tactic 
perfectly adapted to oresent conditions, .¢ must now examine certain erroneous 
theories, in order to shed further light on the correctness of cur views, 
(1) Theory of a Netionalist Sevoluvion. According to this theory, the only 
enemy of the Indochinesc people is French imperialism, and therefore, in order 
to overthrev this enemy, the people of Indochina do not need the Clags Struggle, 
and snould concentrate all their strenzth to ueconplish a nationalist revolution; 
on the contrary, tne division of revolutionary strength vould enfeeble the nation 
and inerease the strength of the enemy which is French imperialism. This point. 
of view is untenable, Prosent society is ‘not divided by our otn will, but has been 
divided by nature ever since ron has been suvject to the lau of private property, 
In. Indochina it is true that all classes are under the dontinstion of Frenc:: imperial- 
ism. But that does not mean thut all classes suffer equally from oppression and 
exploitation. And, suont classes, interests are opposed to one another, Landotmers 
and Uandsrins of the feudal class depend upon French imperialism in order to oppress 
and exploit the people, The capit»list class is the dauchter of Frencli imperialisn, 
and seneraily profits from it. Thus an jnti-l:perialist revolutionary movenent 
whieh includes all clusses of suviety is an illusion, Besides, as was demonstrated 
above, imperialism and feudalism ure closely linked, and it is impossible to over~ 
throw the one without overthrowing the other, Ii we overthrow imperialism withe 
out proceeding to the distribution of the land, the peasant class (which forms the 
majority in the country) will not be able to paitdicipate in the revolution, inas- 
much as the revolution would brinz it no real advantage, Therefore the anti-Imperial- 
ist Revolution must march in step vith the Arrarien Revolution; in other words, this 
Revolution must be a Democratic Bourreois Revolution and not a Nationalist Revolution, 
(2) Theory thet the Hevolution of Peoples must take place first and the .orld Hevo~ 
lution afterards, This is the theory propounded by the Vict Nan ‘thanh Nien Cach 
Nenn Dong Chi lol and by the Tan Viet Cach Menh Dang, According tc this theory, 
along the peth which leads from the Levolution of Peoples to the orld wevolution, 
there are different stages and the present staze is that of the Kevoluion of Peoples. 
They consider the revolutionary path to be like a straight Line which hos several 
diiferent segments, This is a sreat srror, They do not see that, durie?: this period 
of imperialism, the economy of euch country is a link in the chain of world econony, 
and that therefore the revolution in each country must be uv part of the world revo-~ 
lution. In promoting the revolution in Indochina, we participate alresly to a cer~ 
tain extent in the revolution of the world, 
(3) Theory of the Proletarian Revolution or of the Social Revolution. 
, According to this theory (which is that of the Trotskyists » who are false revolution 
arios, making use of expressions of an ultra-Leftist nature in order to mislead 
the people) during the period of Inperialisa the economy of the world, from the 
Capitalist countries to the Colonial and Seni-Colonial countries, is closely linked 
Therefore the \jorld Revolution must be a Social Revolution, Let us leave aside for 
he moment the true face (anti-revolutionary and essentially destrictive) of those 
people, and consider their ultro-Leftist theory for what it is worth. —’e do not 
deny that, during the period of Iimperialisn, the economies of all countries are 
closely related. But beyond this important point of economic interrela‘-ionship, 
the Trotskyists have closed their cyes in order to avoid secing the unequal develop 
meat of capitalism. As a result of this unequal developnent, certain countries 
have a highly developed economy, and others have a backward one. Thesc iUfferences 
in economic development bring about differences in the distribution of -Jasses, 
Thus, to affirm that in all countries the sane revolutionary path shoul: ve ad= 
vocated, is sheer madness. In Indochina, economic development is not acvanced » and 
differs totally from that of capitalist European and American countries The Pro~ 
letariat is still weal: and small in number, and the Peasantry constitutes the ma jore 
ity. Add to that the numerous vestiges of the feudal regine. To follow the tactic 
of the Proletarian kevolution at this time would be to isolate the Prol.cariat ? 
and surely cause the Revolution to abort, And we have not vet said anyshing about 
the supposition - 2 supposition which could never. be a possibility « of the success 
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of that sort of revolution; for then, with an economy which is sc backward, 

what could be donu toe construct a Socialist society? In order to expel the In-~ 
perialists, to destroy the vestiges of feudalism, and to make the economy of the 
country develop in the direction of socialism, this revolution must be a Demo- 
cratic Nourveois Revolution, opening the way to a Social Kevolution. Thus, 

in advancing the watchword of Proletarion Revolution at the present time, the 
Protskyists have intentionally misled the masses to separate the workers from the 
peasants, and indirectly to holp tho representatives of Imperialism and Feudalisn 
to kill the Revolution. And the watchword of Proletarian Revolution is not only 
one which can not be put into effect, but even becomes a deceptive and swin 
watehviord,

Je 
have already noted the deep aspirations of the peasants toward the land, Under 
the domination of the imperialists and feudalists,. nearly the whole of the land wes 
in the hands of the Church and the landowmers., After the success of the revolution, 
all lands will lave te be divided among the peasants s but thore are certain points 
' to be clearly considered: 
a. Confisecated lands which oy their very nature cannot be split up 
(for example, rubber, coffee and tea plantations) will have to be

d, Universal suffrace , 


There is one point which we must note clearly: democracy must be entire » toad 
must, be the democracy of one class, That is to say, just asunder the cap! ‘alist 
reine, democracy is democracy only for the capita ‘List class, the feudalis!. class 
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and their lackeys, so, under the Regime of Vorkers and Peasants, democracy can 
be applied only for the worker and the peasant classes and for those other classes 
which are not reactionary against the power of the Soviet Government /of Indochina , 
or which do not plot against the regime, 
(9) Abrogate all present taxes and cancel all present debts, and institute 
2rorgressive taxes, Taxes and debts constitute the yoke which the Fascist Inperial- 
ists, the jandotmers, the capitalists and the rich farmers used in order to oppress 
the proletarion classes, After the seizure of power, 1t is evident that this yoke 
must be removed immediately and at the game time all remants of the former ex~ 
ploitation rust be destroyed, But in order that the administrative machinery my 
function (for example, the services of cduecation, public works, agriculture, forestry, 
etc.) the government mst impose a new tax which will be a progressive and proportional 
tax, @ tax which will weigh mich more heavily on the rich than on the poor, during 
the transitional period in which the national economy still remains under o Boursvois 
TOsLMs o : 
(10) Equality of Sexes. Under the present regime, women constitute the rost 
oppressed catogory. [roa the. economic coint of view, women work just as cord 
as men and for the same number of hours per day, but nevertheless receive 2. smaller 
ware, From the political point of view, they have no rights at all. From the 
social point of view, they are so bound at present by religious customs, by remnners, 
and by tradition that they have no freedom, Therefore, after the Viet [inh has 
seiced power, the revolutionary goverment must totally free this half of the 
population. ‘hen we speal: of equality of the sexes we mean it from the political, 
economic and social point vf view, and for all classes of the people; not cerely 
equality from one point of view or for certain classes, as is to be seen in the 
capitalist countries of Surepe and America, 
(11) Selfdetermination of Peoples. The problem of Peoples is one of the funda- 
montal ones of the Democratic Bourgeois Revolution. The comuson uspiratior of 
all oppressed mations and peoples is to liberate thenselves from foreign Cominatio 
in order to acquire independence. Therefore, the mission of tho revolution is to 
fulfill this deep revolutionary aspirution. But at this point the revolutionerics 
must take a clear view of things and act in a wise mnner. After the success of 
. the revolution, raciel minorities will be free to choose their om course, either 
to remain isolated or to join the other peoples in order to form a large loderation. 
the revolutionary government will never employ force to oblige racial minc-ities 
to remain under its domination as did the Imperialist argreasors. Neverth less not 
only is it the duty of the revolutionaries of the more important people tc protect 
the right of self-determination of the minorities, but it is also the duty of the 
revolutionaries of the minorities to omlain to their misses the advantages and 
disadvantages both of isolation and of unity with the other peoples in order to form 
a Soviet Union, (bien-Tunz So-Viet) /of Indochina/. Such a union, based on complete 
equality, would have suificient strength to fight against the forces of reuction - 
at home, as well as abroad, and also to shoulder the responsibilities of building 
a coumon economy. In conclusion, the principle of self~determination of psoples must 
go in step with the ability of revolutionaries among each of these peoples. These 
are tho revolutionaries who work visibly to make it possible for these peoples to 
avoid living in isolation and becoming hostile to one another, but to achieve union 
so as to move torxether toward a vorld of equality. 
(12) Support the Usult, ie have seon that the USSR is the revolutionary etroughold 
of the proletariat and of the oppressed peoples of the entire world, This stron- 
hold rust be solid in order that the world revolution and collepse of capivalisam 
may take place rapidly. Therefore, the imperialists are always trying to :ake 
use of armed interventions in the hope of destroying this revolutionary st ‘ong- 
uold, The duty of revolutionaries on the other hand is to spread propaganda among 
the people and to seek by all possible means to strengthen this stronghold. Es-~ 
pecially at this moment during which the war between imperialists is grad: lly bring~ 
ing on the class struggle between capitalists and proletariat of all count ‘ies, and 
the struggie between capitalism and the USSR, this watchword is more than. car the 
order of the day," 
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
